Activist sends dead duck pics to premier 


oilsands Greenpeace ac¬

In the hopes of engaging 
the community further in 
the operation of 
Edmonton’s municipal 
government, the city is 
launching a new approach 
to creating services for res¬ 
idents. 

The city, along with 
Touch Metric, a local tech¬ 
nology company, has devel¬ 
oped an iPhone application 
targeted for release in late 
April. In the first release, 
the application will allow 
residents to report things 
like graffiti, fallen trees, and 
sidewalk damage to 311 
without the need to phone 
311 directly. 

“Opening up access to 
residents using tools such 
as iPhones and the Internet 
is really about recognizing 
that Edmontonians are 
looking to engage and be in¬ 
volved with the city using 
many means of communi¬ 
cation,” said Stephen Gor¬ 
don, director IT strategy 
and innovation for the city. 

“ft isn’t always conven¬ 
ient to phone or walk into a 
city premise. This allows 
the city to improve service 
and be more accessible to 
its constituents.” 

The City Watch iPhone 
application will be available

as a free download from the 
Apple application store. 

The city is also launching 
an Apps4Edmonton compe¬ 
tition to encourage the 
community to create appli¬ 
cations for Internet and mo¬ 
bile devices for Edmontoni¬ 
ans. 

“The details of the compe¬ 
tition will be released late 
March,” Gordon said. 

“But at this time we can 
say there are $50,000 in 
overall prizes and multiple 
categories in which people 
will be encouraged to en¬ 
ter.” 

The city hosted an open 
city workshop last week¬ 
end.

Seal meal draws protests

Canada’s parliamentarians 
were united yesterday 
over a bit of furry sea 
mammal, a gathering that 
drew strong rebuke from 
animal rights activists. 

MPs and senators of all 
stripes broke bread yester¬ 
day at a special luncheon on 
Parliament Hill, united by a 
menu that featured seal 
meat. 

It’s the first time seal has 
been served in the 100-year 
history of the parliamen¬ 
tary restaurant. 

The event was staged by 
Liberal Senator Celine 
Hervieux-Payette to show 
support for Canada’s belea¬ 
guered seal industry, which 
is facing a European ban. 

Fisheries Minister Gail 
Shea and Liberal Leader 
Michael Ignatieff were 
among MPs from all four 
parties who attended. 

Outside Parliament Hill, 
activists, including mem¬ 
bers of the Ottawa Animal 


Defense League, protested 
Canada’s seal hunt. 

“We’re here to represent 
the majority of Canadians 
who want to see the seal 
hunt ended, and who want 
to point out what this 
luncheon really is, which is 
a political stunt to try to 
raise the profile of certain 
politicians and try to get 
votes from Atlantic Canada 
in the next election,” said 
Sheryl Fink of International 
Fund for Animal Welfare. 

She added: “I do think 
sealers would be better 
served by a government 
that would help (them) 
transition into other forms 
of employment and in¬ 
come.”

Disabled Canadian beaten while on visit to Australia 


Sydney Shellan Proden was 
struggling yesterday to

by MPs and their $10 mil¬ 
lion in household mailouts 
have been singled out for 
spoof awards from a tax¬ 
payers’ group. 

The MPs have collectively 
been awarded golden pigs 
in the 12th annual Canadi¬ 
an Taxpayers Federation 
Teddy awards, taking both 
the federal and lifetime 
achievement categories. 

The annual awards, first 
handed out in 1999, poke 
fun at wasteful spending at 
all levels of government. 

They are presented about 
the same time as the Oscars 
by a tuxedo-clad emcee who 
reads out the nominations, 
then tears open an enve¬ 
lope to name the winner. 

“We hold the ceremony 
each year to enlighten the 
public about government 
waste and highlight fat that 
needs to be trimmed,” said 
Colin Craig, Prairie director 
for the federation. 

MPs spent $10 million on

W hat if I used this 
space to share 
something in¬ 
appropriately 

personal? 

I constantly guard against 
offering too much of myself 
in this column. I know the 
circulation numbers. I know 
the score. I know that you, 
the person holding this pa¬ 
per, are likely a stranger. 

That said, I am tempted to 
overshare online, lulled into 
a false sense of security that, 
on Faceboolc and Twitter, I 
am “among friends.” 


My overshares are general¬ 
ly benign minutiae (“This 
egg salad sandwich is so awe¬ 
some!”). But many who over¬ 
share do it without a filter. 

Chances are you would 
never tell a stranger on the 
bus about a graphic medical 
condition or the details of 
your divorce. And, yet, these 
are all things that people 
have shared on Faceboolc, 
on message boards and on 
their blogs. 

What is it that compels us 
to overshare online? 

“We are in an age where 
we repeatedly see the pur¬ 
ported benefits of overshar¬ 
ing. I call it ‘peep culture,’” 
says Hal Niedzvieclci, author 
of the recently published 
book The Peep Diaries: How 
We’re Learning To Love 
Watching Ourselves And 
Our Neighbors. 

“In pop culture, we are 


entertained by chosen 
celebrities who perform for 
us. In peep culture, we are 
entertained by random peo¬ 
ple around the world who 
let us peep into their lives. 
These are the friends, fami¬ 
ly, and strangers we spend 
time looking at on Face- 
book, blogs, YouTube, Twit¬ 
ter, Fliclcr, reality TV, Cha- 
troulette, etc. The more we 
see (oversharers) being re¬ 
warded with attention, ex¬ 
tended networks, even 
money and celebrity, the 
more it becomes natural for 
us to overshare and see if 
we, too, can enjoy some of 
the benefits...” 

Oversharing is a way to 
get attention, certainly (See: 
Tila Tequila). But what 
about those who use social 
media to rally support dur¬ 
ing a difficult time? And 
what if that information 


falls into less-than-lcind 
hands? 

“It’s a dangerous thing to 
use your life and other peo¬ 
ple’s lives as mass media en¬ 
tertainment,” says 

Niedzvieclci. “It becomes 
veiy easy to forget that 
these are real people with 
real lives ... what they say 
and do, and what you say 
and do in response, can real¬ 
ly hurt them. We’re extend¬ 
ing a natural human ten¬ 
dency — to share, to reach 
out and connect with others 
— into a very unnatural 
space...” 

Before broadcasting your 
life, consider the conse¬ 
quences of offering pieces of 
yourself to anyone who will 
listen.

‘Jihad Jane’ indicted 


The self-described “Jihad 
Jane” who thought her 
blond hair and blue eyes 
would let her blend in as 
she sought to kill an artist 
in Sweden is a rare case of 
an American woman aid¬ 
ing foreign terrorists and 
shows the evolution of the 
global threat, authorities 
say. 

The suburban Philadel¬ 
phia woman, Colleen R. 
LaRose, is accused in the in¬ 
dictment filed Tuesday of 
actively recruiting fighters, 
as well as agreeing to mur¬ 
der the artist, many a ter¬ 
rorism suspect so he could 
move to Europe and martyr 
herself if necessary. 

LaRose is “one of only a 
few such cases nationwide 
in which females have been 
charged with terrorism vio¬ 
lations,” said U.S. Depart¬ 
ment of Justice spokesman 
Dean Boyd. 


LaRose, 46, of Pennsburg, 
Pa., but with close ties to 
south Texas, has been held 
without bail since her Oct.

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Jobs, economy out of sync? 


Canadian workers may 
pay the price for the rela¬ 
tively healthy job market 
during last year’s 
recession. 

Job creation normally 
goes hand in hand with 
economic growth — with a 
little lag — but few ana¬ 
lysts expect a big jobs re¬ 
bound after last quarter’s 


sharp growth in the econo¬ 
my. 

A consensus of econo¬ 
mists surveyed believe Fri¬ 
day’s employment report 
from Statistics Canada will 
show a modest 15,500 jobs 
pickup for February, barely 
treading water with popu¬ 
lation growth. 

That expected tepid em¬ 


ployment growth comes 
after the five per cent an¬ 
nualized growth the econ¬ 
omy posted in the last 
three months of 2009. 

Some have called such 
lacklustre expectations in¬ 
dications of a jobless recov¬ 
ery, but Scotiabanlc’s 
Derek Holt notes that it is 
also the flip-side of better- 


than-expected employ¬ 
ment during the recession. 

Holt says the relatively 
few job losses during the 
deep recession, combined 
with the fact Canada start¬ 
ed adding jobs before most 
other countries, suggests 
gains will be more modest 
going forward.

Simply put, the Boston 


native is a perfect corner¬ 
stone for the Oilers blue¬ 
line as the team rebuilds. 
Whitney, who was seen as a 
future cornerstone in Pitts¬ 
burgh before needs and im¬ 
pending cap decisions trig¬ 
gered a trade for Chris Ku- 
nitz, is already locked into a 
contract until 2013.

NHL GMs agree to penalize 
blindside hits to the head 


rules NHL general man¬ 
agers have agreed on a rule 
to penalize blindside hits to 
the head, looking to protect 
its talent in a game they ac¬ 
knowledge has become 
faster and more prone to 
collisions in recent years. 

The GMs want referees to 
call a minor or major penal¬ 
ty for any hit where the pri- 
maiy point of contact is the 
head.

A violation of the 
above will result in a minor 
or major penalty and shall 
be reviewed for possible 
supplemental discipline.”
